ARE TOLD that tha men who guide the 
destinies of the nations at war are not 
yet ready to quit 
This it not at all surprising. 
The men who guide the destinies of the nations 
at war are running few risks, and are reaping 
huge profits as a result of the saturnalia of 
slaughter unleashed on the European continent. 

The men who guide me destinies of the nations 
at war — the rulers and great financial and in- 
dustrial giants — are not found in the trenches. 
There is little chance of their well-groomed bo- 
dies being torn by shot and shrapnel. There is 
little chance of their families being turned starv- 
ing out of house and home. 

ON THE OTHER hand we read how in 
bleeding Austria huge frauds have been discover' 
ed in the furaishing of war supplies. The pa- 
triotic Austrian capitalists have been selling shoes 
with paper solas to tha government for the use 
of the soldiers at the front. 

We read how the Hapaburg dynasty has prov- 
ided against emergencies by buying $ i7i00o?ooo 
worth of American real estate and securities. No 
wolf is going to howl at the Hapsburg door even 
if things go against them. 

We read how in England army contractors are 
piling up millions whUe refusing any increase in 
wages to the worUngmen, in spite of the in- 
creased pace of work and the increased price of 
food which has cut down the purchasing power 
of wages to a considerable extent. 

We read how the Krupp factories are work- 
ing night and uay time turning out shot and shell 
and cannon. The Krupp people worked hard to 
create the war, even going to the extent of brib- . 
ing trench newspapers to keep the French people ! 

I ir all means money for Krrpp. Tf the Russians 
' take German cannon, Krupp gets another order. 

THE AMERICAN capitalists also are not yet 1 
ready for peace. The DuPont Powder Company, 
the United States Steel Corporation and The 
Standard Oil Trust are doing very well, thank 
you. They do not object to a national prayer 
day for peace, such aa we have recently had by 
order of President Wilson, but this is only be- 
cause they are quite ready to take their chances 
on the efficacy of prayer. 

They are not, however, willing to take their 
chances on the proposal of the Socialists to stop 
exporting ammunition and food to Europe. 

Prayer does not hurt dividends, but to "Starve 
the War and Feed America" would mean a big : 
loss in profits. 

THE SOCIALISTS of the Nations at war. 
however, are becoming more and more determ- 
ined that they are not going to wait until the 
masters are ready tb quit — they are going to 
make them quit Louder and louder are becom- 
ing the murmuring* of discontent 

The Independent Labor Party of Great Bri- 
tain has openly thrown down the gauntlet to the 
government and is calling upon the workingmen 
to refuse to enlist. 

In Russia five Socialist members of the Duma 
have been sent to Siberia. The Russian mem- 
bers of the Duma heroically refused to grant any 
war credits to the Russian Government They 
refused to accept the responsibility for the 
slaughter of Russia's workers. 

And now in iron-ruled Germany where we 
have been told the Socialists enthusiastically sup- 
ported the government a ringing manifesto has 
been issued calling upon the Worker?* of Prance 
and England to help put an end to the war. Part 
of the manifesto reads as follows:

It found, for 
example, that more than one third 
of the owners had Invested capital 
or less than $4,000. These were the , 
ones who averaged profits of less 1 
than the hired man's wages. Those 
with a capital of $10,0*9 averaged a 
good labor Income. 

The aurrey discloses that In spite 
of the most energetic and economic 
management, only one farmer out 
of 281 with a capital of less than 
14.000 was able to reach a labor in- 
come of 1800 a year. "Shortage ot 
capital." declared the pamphlet, la 
the cause of poor results In farna* 
ing." 

The average sise of the farm la 
Tompkins County Is 107 acres. Tae 
owner with more than 100 acres 
averaged much more than wages. 
The owner with less than tl acres 
made less than wages. The chief 
reason given for thla Is the economy 
of operation made possible by 
machinery. There must be lead 
enough to keep the machinery ta 
use; otherwise the capital Invested 
in the labor saving devices does 
not yield the proper returns.

They coatrol the schools. The high 
school or grade teacher dares not 
spesk of the ruthless exploitation ot 
the farmer. If she expects to be ad- 
vanced in her profession, or become 
County Superintendent of schools, 
she must hold up the parasites to 
the rising generation as a living 
exemplar of the "good man." 

The lawyers end politicians are 
used as buffers between the farmer 
and the parasite. They stand In 
with the parasite but they hand out 
to the farmer in the country school 
houses, bunk snd soporific dope. 
And la this they are aided by the 
aewspaper man. 

BOW THE ** P» CE5T OP THE 

F ABBESS THAT OWX THEIR 
•WS LAND ESCAPED 
MORTfi AGING. 

Five per cent of the farmers who 
own their own lead, escaped mort- 
gaging by reason of tbe fact that 
they or their wires inherited money 
from estates and were thus enabled 
to tide over. 

This accounts for 86 per cent. 
Now bow did the other IS per cent 
escape mortgaging? 

It la not every one who bawls. "Wo 
farmers, we farmers," and wears 
the uniform that Is entitled to the 
name. 

There are what might be called 
"Side Line Farmers" and they may 
be scheduled about as follows, — 
I may not name them all. 

(a) Side liner No. 1 rides over 
the country picking up a calf here, 
a colt there and a mule somewhere 
else cheap. His special prey is the 
poor devil who has no credit, no 
telephone, and takes no newspapers. 

(b) Side Liner No. 2 has his

td) Side liner No. 4 is another 
thrifty gentleman who wears the 
uniform and whose busineas is 
"skinning niggers and Indians," or 
who receives s commission ss a 
cspper. 

(ei Side liner No. 8 Is the "re- 
tired farmer" who lives In the coun- 
try, owns two or three quarter sec- 
tions and makes Ms tenants "divide 
up" with him from one fourth to one 
hslf. 

(f) Side liner No. 6 la the land- 
lord farmer and the banker farmer; 
many of whom live in the country 
"among their tenants." These are 
the humane Christian gentlemen 
who. before they sign the double 
riveted lease, make strict Inqulrv, 
not only ss to the "mule power," 
but as to the "force" of the pros- 
pective tenant — their age. number 
ana health. "The force" means the 
wife and children of the tenant far- 
mer. - 

These side liners constitute the 
other 15 per cent that have escaped 
the mortgage. They stand in with 
the electric town para a Ites and make 
common cause with .them against 
the real farmer. 

VTJfO IS REAL FARMER! 

NOW WHO IS the real farmer? 
The tenant farmer is the real farm- 
er, and the man who owns the land 
and lives on It. works it and pro- 
duces those things whloh the race 
must have In order to aurvlve. I* 
the real farmer. The tragedy of ^le 
situation is that although hell* tbe 
man that must produce the things 
if the race survives. It 1s apparent 
that his status is rapidly changing 
and that under tl.e existing order 
he can only survive as' a peon ami a 
serf. That which he raises on the 
soil he takes to the electric light 
town and lays It at the feet of the 
parasites snd they fix the price. He 
takes their check and coshes it and j 
goes back Into their places of bual- j 
ness and buys from them and again 
they fix the price. The only thing 
that is necessary for tbe producing! 
farmer to know is the road to town. 
The market so rar as he Is con- 
cerned, is a shell game and operat- 
ed In a way that he is ever flimflam- 
med and buncoed.

Com- 
rade Katterfeld Is the real father of it, but I had the power of life and 
death over It. In my report to the national convention of 1812, f recom- 
mended a party owned prase, but the time was not ripe. Soon after", the 
Lyceum Department secured the consent of the Executive Committee to 
publish an advertising sheet for that department — The Party Builder. 
Of course the Executive Committee did not dream that the pa- 
per might some day develop into a party owned press. But 
Katterfeld aad I did dream Just that. It was for that reason 
that I did net kill the sheet when It waa an Infant, before It secured the 
second class mailing rate. There was ao one to edit Jt. It Just sort of got 
Itself out It did net coma out regularly, but appeared every little while. 
This was very unsatisfactory to me. I called the heada of departments Into 
a conference concerning it. The Lyceum Department promised to get It 
out with regularity. At the close of the conference I announced that I 
would let it live and help It to lire, with the hOpe that sooner or later it 
would develop lata a regular National Office organ, Instead of the organ 
of one department only. At the National Committee meeting of 1913, upon 
my recommendation, the Monthly Bulletin was consolidated with it. This 
made It a regular National Office organ. A year later, it was developed 
Into a propaganda paper — The American Socialist. 

You can see the reason why I take a fatherly Interest in It. It la the 
realisation of my dream. My dream, however, contemplated that two 
papers should be developed, instead ot one. I wanted one of them to be 
a propaganda paper, and the other an organisation paper. My reason for 
this was In order that the propaganda paper might not be spoiled by un- 
seemly motions and comments. I now think that a supplement should be 
printed, containing the official busiaess, and that this supplement should 
be sent to party members only. 

Many times I expressed the hope that the time would come when we 
could send lecturers out on a sub .rip tion basts for a Nations 1 Office 
paper. This Is another dream of mine which haa come true.

The secretary of the Park City 
Miner's Union sent in a statement 
branding Senator Wight as not stat- 
ing the case correctly, and this waa 
true, for the Park City Miner's 
L'nion to a man was against the 
bill. To be sure the men at one of 
this city's mines signed a resolu- 
tion thanking Senator Wight for his 
efforts to secure a ten hour day law 
for them, but they were told, to sign 
this paper or get down off the hill. 
In the other mines where the men 
were not compelled to sign any 
such resolution, not one signature 
was secured. 

Wight's ten hour bill came up be- 
fore the House the day following Ita 
passage in the Senate, this latter 
body undoubtedly hoping it would 
pass there as it did in the Senate, 
but Tooele County sent a Socialist 
to look after Labor's Interest and 
Bevan was always on the Job. He 
had in his possession telegrams 
from all over the state demanding 
that this bill be killed, as it was an 
opening wedge to break the eight 
hour law. 

When Bevan moved that this bll\ 
be taken off the calendar and re- 
ferred to the labor committee, his 
motion was carried, after much 
work on his part. He fought the. 
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carried, it ended one of the most 
vicious attempts to break the eight 
hour law, — a law that has been 
enjoyed since 1896; a law that cost 
the Western Federation of Miners 
$12,600 to place on the statute books 
of this state. 

A second, but no less vicious at- 
tempt to Injure the cause of the 
workers was a bill Introduced by 
C. R. Mabey, a Republican from 
Davis County. This bill made it a 
fine and jail sentence to trespass 
on railroad property. The poor devil 
who is denied a chance to earn a liv- 
ing for himself and those depending 
upon him; when the doors of em- 
ployment are shut against him, the 
railroad offered him the only hope 
of securing another chance to ob- 
tain a sustenance for himself and 
those hungry mouths of his child- 
ren. Want would force htm to take 
to the railroad track in traveling 
and for this a fine and Jail sent- 
ence is the verdict. 

Tills bill practically killed the ef- 
fectiveness of unions as they would 
be unable to pull off c strike as 
nearly every mine, smelter, mill, 
and factory are interwoven with 
railroad tracks. Bevan, however, 
alone raised the fight against this 
measure, and through his efforts se- 
cured enough of the farmer repre- 
sentatives to defeat the measure. 

C. R. Mabey, a banker and the 
originator of the above mentioned 
bill, claimed, after his defeat, that 
he did not aim at Labor in his bill. 
Give him the benefit of his state- 
ments, and it only tells you, Mr. 
Worker, that It Is always dangerous 
to send men to represent you who 
are not of your class. 

J. Alex Bevan was again on hand 
when an attempt was made to put a 
joker into the girls' nine hour law. 
and assisted in putting the amend- 
ment to sleep. Labor always found 
Bevan on the firing line for them. 

The railroad brotherhoods' lobby- 
ists, who worked bard to gain some 
needed reforms, saw that more He- 
vans were needed, and before they 
got any benefits, they realised that 
more men of his calibre were essen- 
tial factors in the legislature.

SOCIALISM IN THE CALIFORNIA 
STATE LEGISLATURE.

During the recess of 30 days, 
which California gives tbe legisla- 
ture, the Socialist members. George 
W. Downing and Lewis A. Spongier, 
worked with untiring seal. Locals 
were visited, letters were written, 
the Socialist and other labor papers 
were utilised and a special leaflet 
waa prepared and circulated. 

The result was a loyal response 
from the membership. Letters and 
petitions have been coming in from 
every corner of the state to legis- 
lators, urging them to rote for the 
Socialist Mils. During the first 
part of the session, old party mem- 
bers, when convinced of the just- 
ness of the Socialist proposals, got 
out by wisely stroking their chins 
and saying "the people 'are not 
ready for such moves." 

When letters from their own con- 
stituents began to come In urging 
them to rote yes on the labor bills, 
they began to look up a little. When 
the petitions, some of them yards 
and yards In length, began to be 
displayed, there waa much squirm- 
ing. The Socialist bills began com- 
ing out of committee, and also be- 
gan to be regarded as of practical 
Importance on the floor. 

To date the Socialists have got 
through one measure to remedy a 
defect in a local election law, which, 
while affecting only a small nam-

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~.~zz . a till » ge tt-.v Usee, 
when Boards of Education take their 
seats, a meaaure desired by Social- 
ists in some localities. 

And the Downing resolution mem- 
orializing congress to take Imme- 
diate steps toward tho national 
ownership of the coal mines of the 
land. This last Is a decided victory, 
being a purely Socialist measure. 

The state non-partisan bill, which 
prohibits the placing of a party des- 
ignation on the ballot, was passed. 
The Socialists and members of 
other parties who felt that the 
people's right to form groups to 
protect their interests, should not 
be interfered with, fought vigor- 
ously against it. The Progressives 
of California, seeing their party lost 
in the nation, wanted an excuse to 
abandon Progressivism In the state 
and so forced through the bill. Tho 
question may be carried to a refer- 
endum. 
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British newspapers aad the pnhlle 

generally are discussing with deep 
Interest the action of Lloyd -George, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in In- 
troducing a bill in Parliament Giv- 
ing the government power to take 
over all factories for war purposes 
if It sees fit. 



Tbe Arisoaa Socialist Bulletin 
mentions the tact that a woman lit- 
erally starved to death in Tucson a 
■ few days ago, and that a little daugh- 
i ter was found sitting at the bedside 
I whose life was saved with great 
; difficulty. While such tragedies are 
i not uncommon in the congested East 
I they are hardly looked for In the 
"boundless West," and this news 
item only goes to prove that the poor 
are no better off in one section of 
the country than in another. Work- 
ing people who are sensible will pay 
no heed to the lying advertisements 
of land speculators, railway and 
mining barons to the alleged "gold- 
en opportunities" that are still open 
to the laboring people of the West, 
but remain where they are and fight 
it out.

horrible food and clothes that aro 
being served them. They say that 
some of the hats supplied the men 
Canada sent to the war dissolved in 
the first heavy rain. Shoes, after 
the first heavy drill, fell apart. 
: Uniforms were reduced by a few 
j days wear to tatters. The food In 
{ furnished in tins by the Chicago 
i beef packers of embalmed beef fame, 
i who have not reformed, and dysen- 
tery and other diseases, caused by 
irritating preservatives, are making 
their appearance.
